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Ju Defense Minister Strauss asked if some :-10h units could be stationed in 
Europe on a rotational brcis. He belie\ed that t!iis would be advantap;eous to the 
Germans, and it would be of :;reat assistance in training the Jerman Air Force* 

i.efense Minister Strauss stated that they v/anted some Tartar inst-: nations 
on their destroyer’s. He further stated that the;/ no longer had a ViEU problem in 
reference to the installations inasmuch cs all restrictions on all anti-nircralt 
weapons have been lifted by the V.TO. He further stated that a Tartar Commission 
was beinr-: sent to the United States in 'ttze next few weeks to look into the production 
problems and determine whctlier the Tartar can be produced in . esterr Gcrnany. They

6. Minister Strauss then stated that hie nort remark was no reflection on the M/^0 
inasmuch as the KAAG had done everythin^ they possibly :ould, but he said that the 
delivery of Air t’or-.-e spare piurtn for -3IiF /^..‘rereft was entirely unsatisfacter , 
and that SOr* of the German airrraft v;er*c deadlined* He requested assistance faom 
the department of defense to help in ti^is matter* Secretary Irwin asked that the 
undersifped look into this and ;.:ive him immediate report. 

7. General Heusin .er, one of the conferees, stated that they uere also having 
difficulty in getting sufficient spare parts for the Tank, /.gain, ciecretary 
Irwin asked for a report on this.

Secretary Gates replied 
that Congress had '^knocked out" fluids for tlio p^x)rram, J^nd further stated that h^ 
did not know exactly v;hc?re the j^rogra- now stood, but that he Movdei find out end let 
Minister otrauss know. 
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
